Ice Privée : 
Strong Men Mad 


The roof of the world is perm- 
anently clad in ice. The Ice Cap of 
Greenland, in places 9,000 feet thick, 
covers a bigger area than, Western 
Lurope and is continually spewing 
into the frozen sea-~—ice- 
Lergs by the thousand Snitzbergen 
and the waters of Arctic Siberia add 
to this. profusion of ice, much of

Roar Like 1,000 Guns 

Inside 12 hours, the ice is four 
feet thick. “And when the tide be- 
gins to rise, a roar like a thousand 
guns booms across the Arctic. Such, 
at least, is the case in the New Si- 
berian Islands, off Northern Siberia. 
Here the tide rises and falls as 
much as 40 feet, and when it rises 
after the “freeze-up"” the world 
seems tO go mad. 

The sea presses beneath the ice 
which resists at first—then suddenly 
gives way. With a tremendous 
thunderclap, the air compressed be- 
tween the sea and its ‘cy crust 
bursts out, flinging into the air 
blocks of ice the ize of a house. 
tets of sea water follow the escap- 
ing air, pouring across the surface 
_of the ice, adding feet. to its thick- 
TOSS, i 

Once again, ®the tide falls and 
rises, As it drops, the ice is left 
suspended across the fjords until, 
unable to support itself, it crashes 
into the sea which, exposed to the 
air, freezes again—the old ice and 
the new forming a contorted mass 
perhaps. 20 feet thick. Then the 
tide begins to rise again, pressing 
upwards harder and harder until 
ence again it bursts through, fling- 
ing immense blocks of ice on to 
the shore with the uproar of a vol- 
canic eruption. 

“I've seen men go mad at such 
times,” says Jan Wetzel, a trader 
who lives in the New Sigerians. 
‘Seen them run along the~shore 
waving their arms and yelling with 
fear until they fall from cxhaust- 
jon.” 

lor seven months the sun is but 
a memory, But with the return of 
spring, its warmth melts the ice 
sufficiently for tide, current and 
f#ind to break it up. 

Late last century, explorers de- 
cided that the currents that carry 
fhe flocs of Siberia, Spitzbergen 
and Greenland into the North At- 
lantic could be used to carry a ship 
very close to the Pole. The Amer- 
jcat explorer, Commander G. de 
l.ong, was the first to test this 
theory. For two years, his ship, the 
Jeanette, drifted towards the North 
Pole, at times with pack-ice piled 
against her to the level of the decks. 
Rut the pack crushed her, leaving 
her crew. to die on thefrozen sea 
150 miles from the New Stberian 
Islands. 

But the icy fate’of the Jeannette 
did not. dissuade others from fol- 
lowing in her track. In 1894 the 
Norwegian, Nansen, allowed his 
ship, the Fram,.to be frozen-in not 
far from where the Jeannette had 
perished. 

Day after day, the fram drifted 
towards the North Pole. When she 
had reached the. most northerly 
lumit of the current, Nansen low- 
ered sledges and dogs on to the 
floes and set out with a companion, 
Johanssen. He was a brave man. 
He knew he could not hope to find 
his ship again, for she was drifting

Her crew 
thought the end had come—when 
the pressure suddenly relaxed and 
the ice fell away, all but two pil- 
jars, one under her bow, the other 
under the stern. 


Then her skipper, Capt. Cator, 
did something that no seaman had 
cone before—or will do again. 
Swinging over his ship's side, he 
walked the length of the ship under 
the keel. Ten minutes later, he 
clambered aboard again to report 
that she had suffered little damage, 
just before the two ice pillars col- 
lapsed and the ship fell into” her 
natural element! 


Every Man Perished 


which Franklin tried to find the 
North-West Passage) had sides 17 
inches thick. Even so, when ice 
trapped them in a fjord in the ex- 
treme north of Canada, it crushed 
them. Every man on board—there 
were 105—perished, but the two 
chips were yet to make another 
journey. When ultimately the ice 
broke up, it carried them nearly 
3,000 miles along the north coast of 
Canada, down into the North At- 
lantic. There they were seen by 
the company of the Renovation, 
heeled over on the pack ice, their 
sides gaping. 

“Similar tales have come out of 
the Arctic during recent years. 
The Russians lost six ships in 
six months before the last war. A 
Norwegian sealer, caught in the 
spitzbergen floes, was carried right 
round the island before, after 10 
motths in the grip of the pack, she 
foundered with’ all hands. Last 
spring, ealers were cruslied 
while sealing off Labrador, New- 
foundland and Greenland.

Life Amongst 
A Million Seals 


Charles Mulvey, a Canadian ex- 
barrister who has travelled widely 
in North West Canada 
gave a BBC talk on his experiences 
on the Pribolofs, a group of islands 
in the far North Pacific.

During’ the battle period the fe- 
wales have been coming from the 
South Pacific, where they bask 
happily during the winter. In May 
they feel an irrestible urge to go 
back. to mate on the islands where 
they were born. The sea is dotted 
for miles with their heads as these 
lovely little seals, only two and a 
half to three feet long and weighing 
about cighty pounds, come gently 
to what Mulvey described as “two 
months of the most hellish form 
cf domesticity that the female of 
any species has ever experienced,” 
As the females swim in the bulls 
“are ranged along the shore to meet 
them, cooing to attract them. A fe- 
male approaches the bull of her 
choice and is picked up as though 
she were a kitten and carried to 
the harem. She is left there while 
her husband goes to collect other 
wives, for although the young bull 
seal takes only one or two, the 
mature bull may take a hundred. 
Rull seals attain maturity at seven 
but mate from the age of*four, 
when they develop a mane of light 
yellowish hair. For the two and a 
half months of mating season they 
never cat and seldom sleep. They 
spend their entire time in their 
sharems and when they leave the 
islands are emaciated wrecks, com- 
pared with the lusty giants they 
were in mid-May. Young bachelor 
seals live away from the -harems 
and cautiously make. their way to 
the sea through special lanes be- 
tween them, fdr trespassers are torn 
to pieces. Mulvey spent a great 
deal of time in these neutral lanes, 
studying the seals and watching 
the mothers caring for their babies, 
for within a very short time of 
landing the females give birth to 
the young conceived in the pre- 
vious year. He watched tie young 
bachelors playing together in the 
sea with-an amiability that leaves 
them when they become mature and 
grow into “thugs, wife-beaters and 
all round domestic tyrants.” 

These seals’ pelts are unlike any 
others and are. thick, soft and lus 
trous with great commergial value. 
In the middle of the last century, 
when the herd numbered between 
three and five million, the seals 
were slaughtered with hidous fero 
city and in fifty years their-numbers 
were reduced to about two hundred 
and fifty thousand. Now the islands 


are. controlled by the United States, 
coastguard cutters escort the herd 
on migration and when it is in 
residence patrol the. surrounding 
waters No one is allowed to land 
on the islands without @ermission 
from Washington and no slips are 
permitted call.

The medieyal cook had quite an 
array of tools, As carly as the sec- 
ond. half of the twelfth century we 
find Alexander Neckham, enumer- 
ating, in addition to pots with their 
trivets or tripods and their pot- 
sticks and pot-hooks, a mortar and 
pestie, a frying pan, a grid-iron, a 
posnet or. saucepan, a saucer (that 
is a vessel for mixing sauce), a hand- 
mill, a pepper-mill, and an instru- 
ment for producing’ breadcrumbs, 
He also mentions a special -table 
for chopping and mixing herbs and 
vegetables. It is plain that even 
at this remote period the culinary 
att was capable of many elabora- 
tions. 3 

These pomps were naturally con- 
fined to the houses of the aristoc- 


racy, but the burghers who grew 
wealthy towards the end of the 
medieval period, if they lacked 


something of knightly ceremony, 
certainly knew how to furnish their 
tables. In the Cent nouvelles Nou- 
velles (which may be taken to re- 


flect manners common to both 
England and I'rance) we réad of 
the widow of a merchant setting 


before a single guest a dinner con- 
sisting of soup, bacon, tripe, and a 
roasted ox-tongue,, followed by a 
piece of salt beef and some choice 


‘mutton. As her guest devoured all 


these she called for a ham, and 
when this had vanished, for cheese 
and a dish of tarts and apples. To 
our modern “rationed” appetites this 
would seem to constitute a very 
handsome repast. r 

It was customary to wash before 
beginning a meal, and favoured 
guests had a ewer of water, a howl, 
and a towel brought to them by two 
servants. Less important people 
were expected to wash before sitting 
down and for this purpose lavours 
or lavatories were provided some- 
times "in the hall itself, sometimes 
outside. A few of these lavatories 
have survived in the cloisters of 
cathedrals, When the guests were 
seated the servants spread cloths 
over the tables, placed on them the 
salt-cellars and, in later times, the 
knives. Spoons were also provided 
when the nature of the food seemed 
to render them necessary. 

One very curious feature of me- 
dieval table-manners is mentioned so 
often in the metrical romances that 
there can be little doubt of its being 
a universal custom. Guests were 
seated at the tables in pairs with 
only one plate between them out 
of which they were both expected 
to eat... . The placing of guests 
must also have offered considerable 
opportufity for the exercise of tact 
by the lady of the house.—From

tists have been putting this humble 
plant under a thousand and one 


tests to find out what other uses ft 


‘has for mankind. 

Latest discovery is of -tremen- 
dous benefit—that a soluble wool 
can be made from seaweed for 
use in dentistry. Haemorrhage after 
an extraction was one of those 
things you hoped you never had; 
but this new soluble wool has vir- 
tually overcome the possibility of 
this. 

The inventive genius behind this 
discovery is Frank Bonnisken, who 
is still trying to find other applica- 
tions for seaweed. “I want to con- 
centrate om bloodless surgery,” he 
says. 

He has been at the seaweed game 
for twenty years, and in that time 
he has converted seaweed into hair- 
cream as well as into ice-cream 
powder, Aritifical wool has also 
been madé from the plant; silk has 
been copied, and to-day you may 
have your food wrapped in a certain 
type of transparent wrapping paper 
that originally was a green, blistery 
plant at the bottom of the sea.

Featuring on its cover the famitar 
figure of “The Spirit of Communica- 
tion’, the new green-covered edition 
of the directory replaces the. buff-col- 
ored book issued last year. It contains 
140 pages in its alphabetical section, 
14 more than its predecessor. 

The first telephone directory in 
Canada and probably in the British 
Empire, published in 1878, consisted of 
a single sheet 18 by 5 1-2 inches, and 
contained the names of a mere 68 
subscribers. 

The old book should be discarded,

ager for this region, warned, as there 
are more than 12,700 new and chang- 
ed listings in the new edition. As us- 
ual it contains listings for Belleville, 
Trenton, Picton, Marmora, Stirling, 
Tweed, Wellington and other centres. 

‘The manager also cautioned sub- 
seribers to give the obsolete director- 
ies a thorough “shaking out’ before 
they are discarded as old directories 
have been found to contain documents 
folding money and letters. Lists of 
frequently called numbers kept on 
office desk-pads, on cards pinned to 
the wall by the home telephone or in 
pocket note-books should also be 
checked and changed, he said.

Naturally you'll need first to, se- 
lect your building site. Choose a 
spot where there is shade in the late 
afternoon, if this is possible. You 
had better get the whole family to- 
gether to decide on this, because 
although the grill can be moved, ft 
is unnecessarily hard work. Then 
you must place your order for con- 
crete blocks. It will take 63 whole 
blocks and 12 half ones. While this 
order is being filled, you can use 
this time to find the articles you 
will need in order to start work. 
They are fex. A hoe, a spade, 
four pegs and some string, a level 
and a trowel will do. 

Stake the pegs and string that 


you haye to the ground to form 
the outline of your pit. Take some 
sharp instrument and mark this 


outline off so that the strings may 
Then you start to dig 
because you’ must have, a base for 
the grill that will not allow it to 
sink and become unlevel. You ac- 
complish this by sinking tne blocks 
their full 8” in the ground. The base 
is completed. 

The remainder of the work is 
placing the blocks in order to build 
up tlre sides and back. Ne cement 
is used. The blocks; are merely 
stacked one on top of. the other. 
‘The sides of the firebox are built 
3 blocks thigh frony the (use and 
are 314 blocks deep. In crder to 
keep your wood in a dry and order- 
ly fashion, a wood box is built on 
one side of the firebox. The walls 


of the wood “box are only two 
blocks high, but are tie same 
depth as the firebox. This wood 


box also serves as a table during 
cooking operations. 

Now take two and one-halt blocks 
and place them on the top of the 
back wall of the firebox. On top 
of these you place two more blocks 
and another one ot top of these 
two, so that you have a simulated 
chimney in the back. Al! blocks 
should be placed so that they inter- 
lace, since this lessens their chance 
of falling. Since no cement is. used, 
the blocks may be replaced easily 
should one crack from: the heat. 
However, changes are you won't 
have to worry about this for sev- 
eral years. 

The building operation can be 
completed in a day and your grill 
finished except for three items, The

need not be used for the fire. The 
base of the firebox may be built 
up with either concrete blocks, 
gravel, cinders, or old bricks. The 
grill must be obtained and ¢an 
cither be made ont of iron rods 
about %4 inch in diameter, or any 
suitable grill that can withstand 
great heat. : 

the wood box will 
Idek best made of conerete, This 
means that a frame the exact size 
of the top must be- built. The 
ground may serve as the base of 
this frame. The concrete must be 
moxed in these proportions: 6 coal 
buckets of gravel, 4 of sand, and 
2 of cement. Water must be added 
to form the correct mixture of con- 
crete. Mixing concrete ts heavy 
work and you may need some help 
on this. After it is poured, the top 
must be smoothed with « trowel 
until there are no lumps or pieces of 
gravel left on top. The concrete 
must be left to dry for at least 24 
hours and must be sprinkled with 
water several times during th’s dry- 
ing period to prevent cracking. 
‘Then with help, a great deal of 
help, becatise this concrete block 
is very heayy. the finished slab is 
placed on top of the wood box and 
the barbecue grill is complete.

explained the type of plant that was 
to be built and the workings of the 
same. He said that in a plant of thier 
type the sewerage was not fully 
treated but was built so that it could 
be further developed as time goes on 
and the need became greater. He ex- 
plained that no plant was wholly 
unobjectionable but felt that the pro- 
posed location on Furnace Street was 
a suitable one as there were no resid- 
ences very close to it. If the plant 
was built south of the old Woollen 
Mills, as suggested by some ratepay- 
ers present, it would cost an addition- 
al. 18 or 20 thousand dollars. This 
figure was strongly questioned by 
some present and at this point _the 
discussion became somewhat heated. 

Reeve Kincaid, who conducted a 
difficult meeting in a most capable 
manner, then called upon Dr. A. E. 
Berry, Director of Sanitary Engineer- 
ing for the Province of Ontario, tc 
speak. Dr. Berry, who is used to 
meetings of this kind, answered all 
questions asked him and stated that 
the cost was a major item. Answering 
questions pertaining to odours from 
such a plant, he made it quite plain 
that odours were of little concern in 
a modern plant and would be the 
same no matter where the plant was 
located.

product that was given extra atten 
tion. Now milk is given the greatest 
possible care—~properly chilled and 
inspected every so often for bacteria 
count arid sedimentation—-too much 
of either and the milk is condemned. 
With all this care at the 
if eggs now lose their freshness and 
milk becomes stale and contaminat 
ed. the fault lies with the attention 

or lack of it—which these products 
receive after being purchased. 

Now the spotlight is on potatoes. 
Housewives complain that potatoes 
haven’t the flavour they used to 
have; they have lost their old-time 
mealiness: no longer will they fluff 
up when shaken after being cooked, 
Worst of all, old potatoes often 
turn black when cooked, and even 
new potatoes have lost that certain 
flavour we liked so much in datys, of 
yore, So at last Mes. John Public 
has got around to asking—"What’'s 
wrong with our Ontario .potatoes?” 

Now that IS a question because 
you see grading of potatoes has 
long since been compulsory. Graded 
as to size and quality, that is. Just 
let a few little potatoes slip in with 
the big fellows and the producers 
have to answer for it. And of course 
scabby potatoes ‘are never offered 
for sale at all. So the consumers 
go to the store and when they buy 
potatoes by the basket or bag they 
can be quite sure they will be 
reasonably uniform in size and also 
firm and sound. Actually, to all 
appearances, there shouldn’t be a 
kick in the world about these nice 
looking potatoes. But tlie proof of 
the spud is in the cooking. You 
boil them, drain them, and mash 
them—and, according to the tem- 
perament of the potatoes, they may 
be either watery, or waxey, turn 
black or look and taste fairly edible. 
So you try other ways of cooking 
_-steam them; start them with cold 
water, hot water, add salt first, last, 
or just as they come to the boil. But 
it makes very little difference—those 
fluffy, mealy potatoes seem to be 
gone for good. 

Experts have come forward with 
various explanations—it’s the soil, 
or the season, or the type of potato, 
or the way they are cooked. Well, 
maybe they are right — we don't 
grow potatoes for commercial use 
ourselves, so we don’t pretend to 

know. But in our small way we 
have made certain observations and 
have come to the conclusion that 
it is the use of chemical fertilizers 
and constant spraying that has ruin- 
ed the flavor of our Ontario pota- 
toes. How else can we account for 
the following differences in the

Every spring, as seed potatoes, 
we use the small potatoes left over 
from those we bought for eating the 
year before. We plant them in the 
ordinary “way; i sve cultivate them, 
bank them,up, and dust. them if 
bugs become troublesome—but we 
use commercial fertilizer. 
We generally have a fair. yield from 
the number we-put in but nothing 
wonderful. Not a great number to 
a hill and nothing extraordinary as 


to size. But they do have a good 
fiavor. As new potatoes, we ¢at 
and enjoy them, As they mature, 


and even before the skins are “set” 
the potatoes become micaly, and 
fluff up when mashed. For winter’ 
use we bay po‘atoes from a com- 
mercial grower — from: the same 
grower that our leit-over seed came 
from. His potatoes look bigger and 
better than our own. They would 
pass inspection 100 per cent, But 
when awe cook them—how different 
the flavour! Actually, it doesn’t pay 
tis to grow potatoes for our own use — 4 

it is cheaper to buy them—vagal ~ 
grow then: only because they are 
so much nicer. 

Naturally the potatoes we buy 
have had commercial fertilizer to 
help them along. A man who grows 
potatoes to sell] needs big potatoes 
and plenty of them and for that pur- 
pose chemical fertilizer brings good 
results. Perhaps you may say—“Oh, 
it's probably a difference in the 
soil in which they are grown.” 
Maybe—but our soil is clay-loam 
and the potatoes we buy are grown 
on sandy-loam, which, I believe, is 
generally considered to be the best 
soil for potatu growers. 

What is the solution for improy- 
ing the eating quality of Ontario 
potatoes? Weill, that is one for the 
experts to figure out. I am just 
offering our little bit of experience 
for what it is. worth—and that may 
be nothing at all. Maybe we had bet- 
ter consult the Irish.

AMOS ATTACKS SOCIAL 
INJUSTICE 
Amos 4:1-2; 6:1-6; 8:4-7 


Golden Text: Hate the evil, and 
‘love the good, and establish judg- 


ment in the gate—Amos 5:15a. 


The condition of Israel in the 
day of Amos was like our own in 
many respects. Luxury, oppression 
and trickery were present. Amos 
pictured those who were at ease 
on their beds of ivory, cating the 
best of lamb and veal. Chanting to 
music they drank wines not in cups, 
but in bowls, They put on therm- 


selves the most expensive orna 
ments. They were having a “big 
time.” 


But someone must pay. Amos saw 
that the poor were oppressed and 
the needy crushed. There weré those 
who were ready to swallow up the 
weedy and tause the poor to fail, 
These were irked until the sabbath 
was over and they could sell: their 
wheat. In this there was trickery; 
making the container ematier; the 
mouey to be paid greater, and the 
scales were fixed, They planned how 
ta sell the refuse of the wheat to the 
poor, Of all this God aaid, “Surely 


i will never forget any of their 
works.” Because they repented not 
at the preaching — of Amos and 
others, they*were carried into cap- 
tivity. 

it would be nice to think that these 


evils were not with us to-day, With 
the buyers’ market returning, there 
is keener competion.

Colne Out Fighting 


Because rich epicures all over 
America are clamoring fot New 
England deep-sea lobsters, Joseph 
.R. MacDonald has spent $150,000 
and ten years trying to perfect « 
method of packing them so that 
they arrive fit and fighting after 
travelling thousands of miles. 
He now cans. them alive. 

Lobsters resent air travel. They 
are subject to altitude “bends” and 
frequently die in tansit. A dead 
lobster is a total loss to an epicure. 
They have to be killed immediate- 
ly before cooking if the full fin 
flavour is to be retained. The high 
travelling mortality rate pushed up 
the cost of New England lobsters 
‘to exorbitant limits. 

Mr. MacDonald got to grips with 
the problem in 1939 by fitting up a 
laboratory and staffing it with mar- 
ine biologists: 32,000 lobsters were 
ased in experiments before success 
was achieved. He won't tell the 
Secret, but says that “a pinch of 
powdery substance in the can of 
fresh water does the trick.” 

This substance contains six ele- 
ments highly beneficial to lobsters. 


So beneficial are they that the big” 


claws have to be pinioned before 
canning: : 

Mr. MacDonald's firm guarantees 
that their lobsters will remain alive 
for six days after processing. Some 
have popped out of their cans in 
highly belligerent mood after spend- 
ing sixteen days in hermetic con- 
firement. It’s a wonder they don’t 
open their own tins! 


Just What ie: 
“The Milky Way’’? 


“What is the Milky Way, and 
why ‘is it unapprochable by man?” 

here are two questions here, and 
I shall deal with the first one first: 
“What is the Milky Way?” said 
Sir Harold Spencer Jones, the 
Astronomer Royal, in a. recent 
broadcast. 

This is a question that was much 
discussed until the observations of 
William Herschel, in the last decade 
of the eighteenth century, answered 
it beyond doubt. 

When William Herschel first de- 
veloped an interest in astronomy, he 
bought a copy of Ferguson’s As- 
tronomy, the best textbook of the 
day which passed through many 
editions The almost complete ig- 
norance of that time is reflected in 
Ferguson's book, in which twenty- 
one chapters are devoted to the 
solar system and only one to the 
stars. 

The then current © knowledge 
about the Milky Way is summed 
up in one brief paragraph. It says: 
“There is a remarkable tract round 
the Heavens, ¢alled the Milky Way 
from its peculiar whiteness, which 
was formerly thought to be owing 
to a vast number of, very small 
stars therein; but the telescope 
shows it to be quite otherwise; and 
therefore its whiteness must be due 
to some other cause.’ 

Roger Bacon had asserted that 
the Milky Way in the sky is ‘a 
{. meeting, or knot, of a number of 
small stars, not seen asunder but 
giving light together.” Ferguson 
believed that the telescope had 
proved his view to be intoorrect, 
but he was unable to suggest any 
other explanation of its appearance. 

His negative conclision was not 
much more inforntative than the 
view of the old Greek mythology 
that the Milky Way arose from a 
few drops of milk which the infant 
Hercules tet fall from the bosom 
of Juno. 

When William Herschel was 
seized with a passion for astronomy, 
he decided to make a telescope for 
himself, because he was too poor 
to. buy one. He was undeterred 
by his early failures, and persever- 
until he was able to make telescopes 
which far surpassed, in optical qual- 
ity, any that had been made pre- 
viously. Having made a good 
telescope, hie turned it on the Milky 
Way, and he has recorded how ‘the 
glorious multitude of stars of all

possible sizes that presented them- 
selves here to my view was truly 
astonishing. ” ; 

So the nature of the Milky Way 
was settled beyond doubt. The 
stars of which it is composed are so 
far away that they are individually 
invisible to the naked eye, but their 
number is so grenut that we can see 
their integrated effect. 

Imagine a candle being moved 
tu such a distance that our eyes are 
just unable to detect it, and that, 
when 100 candles are put in its 
place, we should then be able to 
see a brightgiatch of light. 

Herschel Fxplained also, ‘why 

the Milky Way appears as a narrow 
belt stretching right around the 
heavens. It is because our stellar 
universe is in the form of a flatten- 
ed disk, like a millstons. ‘The radial 
extension of the system is much 
greater than its thickness. So in 
any direction in the Milky Way, we 
are looking through the system to 
its most distant limits; in any other 
direction, we look through a much 
smaller depth. 
The stars in the Milky Way are 
very far away. Remember that 
our sun is a star, and not a partic- 
wlarly bright one. But we should 
have to push it to a very great dis- 
tance before it became invisible. 


Milky Way have been measured. 
If we take as our unit of distance 
the light-year, that is the distance 
‘which light light—travelling at 
186,000 miles every second—would 
travel in a year, which is about 
six million-million miles, the dis- 
tances of the stars in the Milky Way 
are of the order of 10,000 light- 
years upwards. 

That answers the second part of 
the question: Why is the Milky 
Way unapproachable by . man? 
If we could travel with the speed 
of light towards the Milky Way 
(assuming that some suitable mode 
of travel had been devised) it would 
take us several thousand years to 
atrive. The journey would take so 
much longer than the span of hu- 
man life that it is, obviously, quite 
impractible

The distances of the stars in the 
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New Theory About 
Migraine Headache 


A migrajne headache is what 
most of us call a “sick headache.” 
Sometimes headache powders and 
rest bring relief; more often they 
do not. 

What causes a migraine or sick- 
ache has been the subject of medi- 
cal discussian for decades. Not one 
of the hypotheses advanced in the 
past has Aeen worth a “yeadacne 
powedr, Now comes Dr. sMfurray 
M. Braaf in the New York State 
Journal of Medicine w.th a new ex- 
planation, one which he believes 
he has proved to be right in numer- 
ous cases. 

Instead of finding the cause of 
migraine headache in the head, as 
most of his predecessors bave done, 
Dr, Braaf finds it in the neck, In 
the majority: of cases of migraine 
headache that came under his ob- 
servation, tenderness to the touch 
and X-ray pictures indicated a con- 
dition much like that which pre- 
vails when disks are dislocated in 
the spine. He inferred that an in- 

jury to the neck (a fall on the head, 
on the back, on outstretched arms) 
was the cause. The fall may have 
occurred years before there was a 
migraine attack. When the neck 
was injured, ligaments were apt to 
give way, so that a disk between 
two vertebrae ‘protruded. The ‘dis- 
placed , disk compressed the sur- 
rounding nerves.and thus set up @ 
neuritis, of which one symptom was 
a sick headache. 

If this eplanation was correct, 
the obvious remedy was to get the 
protruding disk back into place by 
strengthening the ligaments and 
putting them to work. This 1s ¢x- 
actly what Dr. Braaf did. He 
stretched the neck with a pulley 
apparatus applied at the back of 
the head and under the chin for a 
few minutes. There was no pain. 
Large doses of vitamin B-1 were 
also injected to counteract the neu- 
ritis. Of patients whose neck were 
stretched at least three times a 
week for one to two months, 85 per 
cent reported relief that lasted. The 
results were evaluated on the basis 
of the frequency, intensity and dur-

AMOS TEACHES ABOUT 
WORSHIP 


Amos 4:4; 5:4-9; 14-15, 21-24. 


“Golden Text: But let judgment 
run down as waters, and righteous- 
ness as a migh} stream.—Amos 5:24. 

To-day’s lesson begins with a fine 
touch of irony. Amos is saying in 
effect. “If you go to church, you 
can sin. If you go to church some 
more you may multiply your trans- 
gression, especially if you are gener- 
ous in bringing your sacrifices and 
tithes.” Of course he means nothing 
of the kind. You can’t buy your way 
to heaven. “Hate the evil, and love 
the good and establish judgment in 
the gate.—I hate, | despise your 
feast days, and I will not smell in 
your solemn assemblies. Though ye 
offer me burnt offerings and your 
meat offerings I will not accept 
them.—But let judgment run down 
as waters, and- righteousness as 
a mighty stream.” 

People who 
put on a show of being religious and 
yet are living contrary to the ex- 
press commands of God as set forth 
in the Holy Scriptures are nauseat- 
ing to Him, A seven-day week, re- 
ligion is the only kind that will pass 
muster with God.

More Deadly 
Than Drink 


Love is. seventeen times more 
deadly than drink, according to the 
latest Paris suicide statistics, For 
every person who ends his own life 
because of alcohol seventeen do so 
because their “affairs of the heart” 
have gone wrong. 

Even so love is one of the least 
spectacular reasons why some 
French men and women decide that 
life is not worth living. A musician 
hanged himself because, following 
an operation, he was unable to carry 
the big drum jn a local band. 


A dress designer took poison be- 


. cause, at the age of forty, she was 


getting fat. A taxi-driver deliberate- 
ly drove his vehicle into a river to 
demonstrate his indignation when an 
American walked away without tip- 
ping him. 

Experts, juggling with statistics, 
have uncovered many interesting 
facts about suicide—some explain- 
able, others not. Highest suicide 
rates in the world are found in Ger- 
many, Austria, Switzerland, Czecho- 
slovakia, the Scandinavian countries, 
and Japan. The lowest are in Spain, 
Italy, and Ireland. 

More people seem to commit sui- 
cide in May and June than at any 
other time of the year. The rate hits 
a low point in December. 


Also, more people commit suicide 
in the morning, from 6 a.m. to noon, 
than at any other time of day. 

Although tne suicide rate is high- 
est among the Teutonic races, there 
is no indication that the desire to 
kill oneself is a racial characteristic, 
and therefore inherited. Rather, it is 
more reasonable to assume that 
suicide is a cultural characteristic. 

In Japan, for instance, it is quite 
in order for a noble to kill himself 
by hari-kiri, which is probably the 
most painful form of suicide. There 
is absolutely no stigma attacked to 
the act. It is even a form of heroism, 
and may be done for such a trivial 
reason as a protest against govern- 
ment policy. 

One important factor affecting the 
suicide rate is the existence of laws 
against it in certain countries. . 


In most of continental Europe 
there are no such laws. If you want 
to take your own life you are wel- 
come to do so. But in Canada, the 
U.S.A. and most Empire countries 
you may be sent to prison if you 
fail in the attempt. 

Sometimes the motives behind 
suicide are ‘difficult to determine, 
but much is learned from the notes 
left behind by those who take their 
own life. These generally mention 
such things as ill-health, financial 


problems, drug addiction, pride, 
honour. 

At the same time, however, cur- 
ious paradoxes occur. There was the 
case of the man who was so terrified 
at the prospect of an impending ap- 


es 


_pendictis operation that he shot 
himself. 


Sometimes people who have a fear 
of high places will jump to their 
death, They become obsessed with 
the idea that safety lies on the street 
below or at bottom of a cliff, and 
choose the quickest way to get 
there. Some of the most baffling sui- 
cide cases have been traced to such 
a cause.

The use of outboard motors on 
small lakes and ponds has no effect 
on fish life and reproduction, accord- 
ing of Dr. Karl F. Lagler, of the Un- 
iversity of Michigan's Department of 
Zoology, Ann Arbor, Mich.
